ties and Corporations of Erglaxd, Scotland, and Irclond, 
in their ſpecial Addrefles to Richard, fuhfully romiled 
to live and die : yet lo within few Months after, not- 
withſtanding theſe Oaths and Adari(ſ's, by a miraculous 
Divine providence(admirable in all conſiderate mens eyes) 
they not only all deſerted, but degraded him from his Pro- 
tettorſhip, withour one ſtroke, or drop of blood pilt, or Sword
